Every Garden Pion! Hot lit 
Insect Enemies

The gardening beginner is in­ 
clined to pass up the first few bugs 
he sees as of no importance — and 
this is the worst possible mistake. 
The single bug in the spring can 
produce a bushel basket full by fall, 
so fall upon Him with all your 
forces. Run him down with sprays 
and dusts and poison as the type 
of insect may indicate. Don’t let 
the spring crop escape or you may 
lose much of the value of your 
garden, 
In this series, we will tell you 
about many of the more common 
insects but remember, in general, 
that there are two ways to control j 
them: 
By a contact spray that 
poisons them 
from 
the 
outside 
when it hits them — for example, ; 
Black T/oaf 40 is so used — or by a 
stomach poise' which the insects 
eat and which kills by it* internal 
effects. 
In the latter ca e, lead 
arsenate is the standby. 
Sucking 
insects cannot he poisoned by in- * 
ternal treatment and some of our 
most destructive pests, such as 
aphis, are suckers.

this spray is dangerous to humans 
when sprayed on the tip. that arc 
to be eaten, and so the tiny worms 
should be attacked as fast as they 
hatch by also spraying the edible j 
tips with Black Leaf 40, using a 
teaspoonful in a quart of soapy 
water.

In spraying either with a contact 
spray- or with ** stomach poison 
spray, we hear much about adding 
soap to the mixtu-e. There is a 
nite scientific reason for this. 


It is self-evident that in spraying 
either type of poison, a complete 
coverage is desirable. There should 
he tiny particles of lead arsenic, 
for example, on every part of the 
plant so that no matter where the 
pest cai?, it will he poisoned. Soap 
suds spread more thoroughly than 
plain 
watt , and distribute the 
spray material more evenly than 
can possibly he done if the soap is
